CRITICAL S{TUATION IN BRAZIL. 


Much Excitement Exists in Rio and Men 
Have Been Kilied in Battle. 
[SPECIAIr CABLE. | 
Rio Janetro, Dec. 10.—It is difficult to get 
information as to the spread of the revolution- 
ary movement. While the government does 
not interfere with press or private dispatches 
the authorities are not communicative and 
affect to view the insurrection as trifling. 
Much excitement prevails in the city, al- 
though order is maintained by the troops and 

police. 

The situation continues critical. Ihe gov- 
ernment appears to have put off its apathy 
and is taking measures to prevent an entente 
in the city. Large bodies of heavily-armed 
policemen are patrolling the streets, and 
though there are signs of disquiet on every 
side there has been no overt act thus far on 
the part of the maicontents in the city. 

Advices from Compos, a city of 40,000 in- 
habitants in the Province ot Rio Janeiro, 115 
miles northeast of the city, are that there has 
been an open revolt against the Peixotou 
government there. A conflict occurred Tues- 
day last between the government troops and a 
body of insurgents. The advices are not clear 
as to which side won the victory, but it is re- 
ported that ten men were killed.

VALPARAISO, Dec. 10.— Foreign Minister 
Matta, in his report to Congress relative to 
the claims made against Chile by foreigners, 
says that the government is bound in duty 
to administer strict justice. The Chilean 
Ministry, however, he. adds, rejects all 
attempts to formulate claims which at 
times have been allowed in America, 
owing to the special circumstances 
under which the governments against 
whom such claims were preterred 
were placed toward those in whose favor they 
were formulated. To countenance the pres- 
ent attempts would be to create in favor of for- 
eigners privileges that are allowed neither by 
State nor international Jaw. By virtue of a 


mere fact that a foreigner takes up his resi- 


dence in Chile it shows that he likes it and 
that it suits him. He would further wish to 
acquire the right to impose on the 
government an. obligation to secure him 
against painful and disastrous events 
that afflict Chileans as well as foreign- 
ers and which are entirely due to a superior 
force, as in the case of Aug. 28 and 29. While 
there is no doubt, he concludes, that the claims 
of prominent British merchants are in several 
cases grossly exaggerated, stillin the end the 
Chilean Government cannot refuse to pay a 
large portion of the claims made for the sack- 
ing and loutumgin Valparaiso, Vina del Mar, 
and Santiago, as well as for damages to the 
nitrate railroads and the detention of steam- 


ers.

THEY ARE SAID TO BE COLLUSION SUITS. 


Those Brought by Theodore Fox Are to 
Break the Force of Kecént Exposures. 
San Franorsco, Cal., Dec. 10.—[Special. |— 

It is said that the suits brought last week by 

Theodore Fox against the Consolidated Cali- 

fornia and Virginia were really collusion suits 

intended to break the force of the recent ex- 
posures of mining frauds on the Comstock. 

The plaintiff is said to be an old curbstone 

broker of the class known as missionaries, 

who peddle false pointers on stocks, and it is 
charged that he recently blackmailed young 
< ames L. Flood out of $2,500 under threat of 
up his father’s estate. Theodore Fox was 

acting as Secretary of the Mining-Stock 

Association, which had brought suit against 

the Gould and Curry Mining company for an 

accounting of $40,000. Fox was allowed to 
bring suit in his own name and he employed 

Henry G. Siebert as his attorney. Siebert 

went to young Flood and suggested that by 

paying him $2,500 the estate of James C, 

Fleod, which had been included among 

the defendants, could be eliminated. 

Young Flood accepted these terms. 

When Martin H. Fox, President of the Mining 

Stock Association, learned of this deal he had 

Theodore Fox and Siebert both discharged. 

It turned out that Fox got only $500. Now 

Siebert, who is of counsel for defense in the 

Hale & Norcross suit, bobs up as counsel for 

plaintiff in these new suits. The inference is 

that the new éuits cannot be honest or this 
man wouldn’t be employed to expose frauds 
that he is now engaged in defending. 


ELEVEN PRISONERS ESCAPE FROM JAIL. 


They Saw Through the Bars at Galesburg, 
III.— Three Remain. 

Gatessura, III., Dec. 10.— [Special. 
Eleven prisoners escaped from the county jail 
this morning. The fugitives are Sherman 
Tullis, Joseph Settleck, Fred Niece, John de 
Silva, and John McNalley, prisoners sent here 
from Bureau County for safe keeping, and W. 
E. Woidt, C. A. Cole, C. Hayden, Albert K. 
Johnson, Walter Hornbuckle, and L. Reilley 
of this county. Johnson is a mute and a 
forger, Hornbuckie a housebreaker, and 
Niece and De Silva horse-thieves. A month 
ago the prisoners removed a heavy iron screen 
in front of one of the jail windows. This 
made necessary the cutting off of several 
large bolts. They tied the screen in place 
when they were not at work. The window 
sill was wide enough to admit a prisoner be- 
tween the screen and window, and by standing 
on the sill he could saw away at the heavy iron 
bars without fear of being observed. Three 
of these bars were sawed in two, making a 
hole a foot square. A rope was made of the 
ticking and bed-clothes long enough to reach 
the ground. The prisoners crawled through 
the hole and descended in safety. Jolimson 
received his sentence to the penitentiary Tues- 
day. Hornbuckle was awaiting sentence. 
There is evidence that the prisoners received 
aid from outside. William Hoey, John Ingle, 
and John Murray remained, not caring to es- 
cape. Experts say that the manner in which 
the bolts and bars were cut is wonderful.

CANCELS ITS RISKS. 


THE HOME INSURANCE COMPANY 
CREATES INDIGNATION. 


It Withdraws All Its Railroad Business, 
Canceling Its Own Policies and Those 
It Has Rewritten— Rates Will Have to 
Be Increased—Assemblyman Demarest 
Found Not Guilty of Forgery—Anderson 
Aided Garibaldi and Aspired to Be a 
Duke in a New Government. 


New York, Dec. 10.—The fact that the 
Home Insurance company of this city had 
canceled its entire amount of railroad in- 
surance risks during the week has caused a 
sensation and much indignation among the 
companies in the railroad insurance combina- 
tion, which includes the Home and Green- 
wich Insurance companies of this city, Lon 
don and Liverpool and Globe, Phenix of 
London, Royal of Liverpool, and American 
of Philadelphia. These companies have here- 
tofore rewritten policies for one another so 
that in case of loss the burden would not fall 
on any one company. Each company was 
under contract to take a certain percentage 
of the risks written by any of the other com- 
panies. In this way they have controlled an 
enormous amount of insurance. 

The Home Insurance company has not only 
canceled the policies written on its own account, 
but also the rewritten msks of the other com- 
panies. A leading department manager of 
one of the companies included in the com- 
bination said today: “The throwing-up of 
the rewritten inguranve of the Home 
company is a serious blow to the 
other companies and will lead to unfort- 
unate complications. The fact is the com- 
panies have been carrying this on at a serious 
loss for some time and the result will be that 
the rates on all railroad schedules will have to 
be considerable increased. The action of the 
Home company in canceling its own policies 
we have no quarrel with, but we object to its 
canceling such policies as it has rewritten.” 

es it not a fact that the other insurance 
com panies in the combination have winked at 
this move on the part of the Home in order to 
force the railroads into payment ofa higher 
rate? was asked. 

By no means.“ was the reply. On the 
contrary there is a hard and bitter feeling 
against it for leaving us in the lurch.“ 

Has a conference been called to take ac- 
tion on the matter?“ 

Not that I know of, although it is probable 
that there will be. Whilethecontract permits 


any company to withdraw or cencel its policy, 


it is an unusual proceeding and wiil result in 
future trouble. The amount of insurance 
placed with these companies and rewritten 
amouuts to over $1,000,000. The objects in- 
sured include everything capable of being de- 
stroyed by fire, such as rolling stock, trestles, 
bridges, and depots. 


DEMAREST FOUND NOT GUILTY. 


The Assemblyman Acquitted of the Charge 
of Forgery. 

New York, Dec. 10.—[Special.|—The jury 
in the forgery case against Assemblyman 
Frank P. Demarest came in with a verdict of 
not guilty. This, it is believed, settles the in- 
dictments against Demarest. The one tried 
at this court was considered the strongest of 
all that could be tried in this country. The 


main part of the testimony which influenced the 


jury was that portion relating to the indorse- 
ment of the Union. Steamboat company's 
draft, which was sent to Demarest for Gur- 
dinier, the Collector of Upper Nyack. Dem- 
arest said that Gurdinier, in the presence of 
two witnesses, töld him to “itidorse the draft 
for him. Gurdinier denied this statement, 
Bdying that he knew nothing of it and had not 
authotized Demarest to indorse for him. The 
jury evidently believed Mr. Demarest’s side 
of the story. 


ANDERSON GAVE AID TO GARIBALDI.

Scheme to Become a Duke in the Papal 
States Under a New Government. 

New York, Dec. 10.—[{Spevial. ]—Felix Me- 
Closkey gave some interesting testimony to- 
day in the suit of Mrs. Laura V. Appleton 
against the New York Life Insurance coin- 
pany for a fifth interest in the Plaza Hotel 
and incidentally to break a $19,000,000 will. 
McCloskey said that in the early part of the 
year 1869 Mr. Anderson, in telling why he 
had refused to become a candidate for 
Mayar of this city, spoke harshly of his son- 
in-law, Bryant.

AUSTIN CORBIN’S NEW RAILROAD. 


Incorporation of the New York and Queens 
Coanty Tunnel Company. 

New York, Dec. 10.—[Special.]—<Articles 
of incorporation have been filed in Albany by 
the New York and Queens County nnel 
railroad company, having for its object the 
establishment of an ocean steamship 
rendezvous at Montauk Point, L. I., the build- 
ing of a trunk line railroad through the western 
part of Long Island, and the construction of 
tunnels under the East River, Hudson River, 
and New York Bay. The capital stock of the 
company is to be $40,000,000. Austin Corbin 
is credited with bemg the projector of the 


scheme, and Edward J. Boyce, Joseph F. 
Carey, James J. Byrne, Joseph Lowery, . 


James M. Gilmore, Jason N. Broadhead, 
Gustav Goelich, Joseph H. Jones, and 
Robert Morris are named as directors. 
According to the articles of incorpora- 
tion the road is to be three and a half miles 
long under the East and Hudson Rivers, and 
to be operated by steam, electricity, or other 
motive power.

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NOT TO BE A LOAN. 


Commission ‘in advancing the request for an 


CONGRESS TO BE ASKED TO GIVE 
THE FAIR 85.000, 000. 


Special Meeting of the Board of Control to 
Consider the Matter—No Time to Wait 
for Action on the Part of tlie National 
(ommission—The Directors Win Press 
‘the Claims for an Appropriation—The 
Meeting to Be Continued Today— What 
Lyman J. Gage Has to Say. 


World's Fair directors will ask the present 
Congress for an appropriation of $5 ,000,000, 
They will, it appears, be obliged to ‘go’ ahead 
and make this request without the official in- 
dorsement in the beginning of the Board of 
Control or of the National Commission. The 
directors have desired the coéperation of the 
Board of Control in this matter and that body 
is in spirit with the directory but seems at 
present unable to do anything formally in 
favor of the appropriation until after the next 
— of the National Commission in April, 

Last night the Board of Control held a spe- 
cial meeting at the Leland Hotel to consider 
the matter, and while the members were 
heartily in favor of an appropriation they 
felt bound by the action of the National Com- 
mission at its last session when it was voted 
to aid the Board of Directors in securing a 
loan. At that time the ‘directory did not 
think of an appropriation, but considered a 
loan only. The commission willingly agreed 
to aid in securing a loan, and appointed a 
committee to visit Congress in furtherance of 
the project. Since the September meeting of 
the commission, however, the local directory 
has concluded that it is asking none too much 
in requesting Congress for an outright ay 
priation of $5,000,000. It desires, further, the 
support of the Board of Control, and Lyman 
J. Gage, President W. T. Baker, and other 
directors held a conference with the board 
last evening in reference to the matter. No 
decision could be reached, and the conference 
will be continued at 9 o’clock this morning. 
Meanwhile, as indicated, the board took the 
matter under advisement and slept on it last 
night. 

Favor an Appropriation. 

“* Personally I am in favor of the appropria- 
tion rather than a loan, said a member of the 
Board of Control yesterday after the confer- 
ence.. But I do not see how we can consist- 
ently as a body go to Congress and ask for an 
appropriation. A great many of us, acting on 
the wishes of the directory as expressed last 
September, have been conferring with Con- 
gressmen and have told them that the govern- 
ment could lose nothing by making a loan in- 
asmuch as the security would be ample. “ We 
have said also that an appropriation was not 
desired. Now, it will put some of us in a pe- 
culiar predicament to go back on all our loan 
arguments and ask for an appropriation. I 
wish to reitérate that my sentiments, person- 
ally, are in favor of an appropriation. I speak 
only of what I have argued from the former 
stand point ot the wishes of the directory. 

This, so far as could be ascertained, was the 
feeling of all the members of the board ‘with 
one or two exceptions yesterday. The mem- 
bers do not wish to go contrary to the m- 
mendation of the National Commission at its 
September meeting. 

Directors Preparing to Go Ahead. 

Inasmuch as there are no available funds 
for a special meeting of the commission it ap- 
pears that unless the Board of Control wishes 
to act on its own responsibility the local di- 
rectory can receive no aid from the National 


appropriation until after the next session of 
the commission in April. The board may, 

however. see its way clear to favor an appro- 

priation in spite of any previous action in the 

matter. Meanwhile the directors are prepar- 

ing to go ahead. 

We can’t pause now,“ said Lyman J. Gage 
last night after the conference of the Board of 
Control. We desire by all means to have 
the codperation of the National Commission 
from the beginning: but in case it feels bound 
by its previous action we shall be obliged to 
proceed and make our own representations to 
Congress and trust to the commission to m- 
dorse, at its next meeting, the request for an 
appropriation of $5,000,000.. We shall further 
discuss the matter in the morning with the 
board. 


NEVER CAPTURED WITHOUT A DEATH. 


Talton Hall Sticks to the Story That He 
Has Killed Ninety-nine Men. 

Mrs, Tenn., Dec. 10.—[Special.]— 
Talton Hall, who was arrested yesterday on 
charge of murder, was removed today from 
the police station to the county jail to await 
the Virginia officers. According to his own 
story he is one of the most fearful destroyers 
of mankind that ever lived or he isa lar of 
such colossal proportions as would make Joe 
Mulhatton turn green withenvy. He is very 
willing to talk to reporters and relate his 
story something as follows in a dialect 
peculiar to his locality: 

Lou just put down on that paper that I 
was born forty-two years ago in Letcher 
County, Ky., on the headwaters of Bent 
Creek. Be sure to say headwaters of Bent 
Creek, cause I have lots of friends up there 
that will be glad to hear from me. When I 
was 14 years old I set out to get revenge. I 
wanted revenge for my dead brother. Then 
you can say that George Hauck was killed at 
Carris Fork in Letcher County. Hauck was 
the first man I ever killed, the assassin of my 
brothers. From that time on I said I never 
would be captured without some man’s death. 
During the foilowing years I can recall sev- 
eral hard wars in the eastern part of Kentucky 
in which I took part, bemg mixed up with 
moonshiners and government. officers, In 
last July I approached the eastern part of 
Virginia, A sergeant of police at Norton 
pointed me out as the assassin of an old friend 
of his, and said to John Bates, a big merchant 
at Norton, that he would take me dead or 
alive, and he was killed at once. Then I was 
pursued. You can state to your readers that 
a posse of 300 men was in pursuit of said 
Hall (that’s me), over the pine forests of Wise 
County, Va., and Letcher County, Ky. You 
can say that I have a record of killing ninety- 
nine men. Be sure to say that they were all 
killed in self-defense, and that I have been 
acquitted by the courts in each case. 

It is known by the officers here that Hall 
has killed a great many people, though ninety- 
nine is probably above the mark, There is 
no reward for him in Kentucky, a telegram 
to that effect having been received from Gov. 
Brown yesterday, but there is a reward for 
him in Virginia.

‘PROPOSED PENSION LEGISLATION. 


Measures Introduced That Are Calculated 
to Let Down the Pars Still Further. 

Wasutreton, D. C., Dec. 10,—[Special.]— 
A batch of pension bills went in today. The 
most sweeping one was a proposition from 
Senator Peffer to grant service pensions. Sen- 
ator Peffer also wants to repeal section 2 of 
the Disability act of 1890, which requires 
ninety days’ service and proof of actual de- 
pendency or disability. Most of the remain- 
ing pension bills from Senators were for 
increasing the rates in special cases. 

The pension measures will undergo a radical 
change in some respects, if the bills which 
Representative R. E. Doan, member from 
Ohio, proposes to introduce become laws. He 
intends to throw the burden of proof on the 
government and not upon the claimant, who, 
Mr. Doan says, is generally in such circum- 
stances that he cannot gather that which the 
Pension Office demands. When a soldier en- 
listed in the army he was examined, and be- 
fore bemg accepted was pronounced sound of 


‘body by the examining board, This Mr. 


Doan proposes to make prima facie evidence 
of the healtn of the claimant at that time, and, 
throwing out the present proof of health at 
the time of enlistment, the affidavit of the 
claimant that he is suffering from disease con- 
tracted in the line of duty, supported by the 
evidence of a physician that he is in such con- 
dition, is to be considered sufficient to make 
outa case. If the government disputes the 
claim the burden of proof will rest upon it 
and not the soldier. 

Another bill will put the wife ef the soldier 
on an equal footing with the soldier’s mother. 
Now the mother dependent upon the services 
of her son for support draws a pension re- 
gardless of the number of times she may 
marry. The soldier’s widow is estopped the 
moment she remarries. Col. Doan’s bill will 
remove this disability if itis shown that the 
widow has not at the death of the second hus- 
band been financially profited by the mar- 
riage. She may not be the widow of a sol- 
dier, but Mr. Doan holds that she was the 
wife of a soldier, and, if destitute, entitled to 
the protection the government has promised. 


SILVER IS A TENDER SUBJECT. 


Something Has to Be Dont but No One 
Knows What—Bills Introduced. 

Wasurneror, D. C., Dec. 10,—[Special.]— 
The Chairmanship of the Coinage committee 
is hke a hot potato. Every one wants to drop 
it. The task of harmonizing the conflicting 
elements of the Democracy on the silver ques- 
tion is one that none of the old members ask.

The flood of free silver measures in the Sen- 
ate began today with one introduced by Stew- 
art of Nevada.

One of these is that the bullion deposited in 
the mints shall be coined into standard dol- 
lars only and not part into bars. Another 
amendment provides that the ‘certificates is- 
sued in exchange for the bullion shall be of 
denominations of not less than one nor more 
than $10,000, instead of not less than one nor 
more than $100. 

Mr. Plumb himself putin a bill to provide 
for the retirement of national bank notes, the 
free coinage of silver, and the promotion of 
international free coinage of silver. 

Senator Teller will not be in any hurry. He 
said this afternoon: I do not know that it 
is necessary for the Senate to send a free coin- 
age billtothe House. Itis known that the 
majority of the Senate is in favor of sucha 
measure, but wedon’t know how the House 
stands. They promised us that with their ma- 
jority there would be no squelching of silver 

legislation, and 1 think we had better wait 
a while and see what they intend to do.“ 


CHINESE IMMIGRATION MUST STOP, 


Senator Cullom Introduces a Bill Affecting 
Mongolians—Contemplated Legislation. 
Wasutnetox, D. C., Dec. 10.—[Special.]— 

Senator Cullom today introduccd a bill to 
suspend the coming of Chinese laborers to the 
United States for ten years. The bill pro- 
poses no radical change in the existing laws, 
but extends them. The most important 
change is that Chinese persons found unlaw- 
fully in the United States shall be returned to 
China or the country of which they may be 
subjects, instead of to the country 
whence they came, as the law now provides, 
and under which Chinese have been returned 
to Canada or Mexico. It is an easy matter 
for them to again come to the United States 
from those countries in violation of law. The 
act of September, 1888, had as a condition 
precedent to its becoming effective the ratifi- 
cation of the treaty then pending between the 
United States and China, which failed of rati- 
fication. The act of 1882, under which Chinese 
are now excluded from this country, suspended 
their coming for ten years. This period ex- 
pires in May next, and unless additional legis- 
lation is soon enacted there will be no bar 
after that time to the free entry of Chinese 
persons of all classes. 


Paddock and His Pure Food Bill. 

Senator Paddock has started in with his 
pure food bill again. He got it in the first 
thing after the Senate opened today, so that 
it is bill No. 1 of the Fifty-second Congress. 
The measure has been little changed since last 
session. It provides for the organization of a 
section inthe Department of Agriculture, to 
be known as the food section of the chem- 
ical division, whose duty it shall be to prevent 
the adulteration and musbranding of food, 
drugs, etc. The machinery of the courts is 
to be used in punishing violations of the law. 
There are no provisions for anything like an 
internal revenue tax, and interference with 
the police powers of the State is carefully 
guarded against. Senator Paddock thinks 
his measure, if it becomes a law, will do away 
with the special bills like the Conger Lard 
bill of the last session, while coveri

Postal Savings Banks. 

Senator Call today introduced a bill pro- 
viding postal savings banks and to encourage 
small savings. The bill authorizes the Post- 
master-General to designate as depositories 
such postoffices as he may think proper, which 
shall keep for sale stamps of the denomina- 
tion of 10 cents and $1 to be known as postal 
savings stamps. Also postal saving cards, 
upon which such stamps are to be affixed 
when sold, the amountof the stamp pur- 
chased to be deposited in such banks to the 
credit of the purchaser as the Secretary of the 
Treasury may direct. The bill provides that 
a small amount of interest shall be paid de- 
positors. 

An Increase in the Army. 

Senator Manderson reintroduced a bill sim- 
ilar in purpose to the one introduced by him 
last session to increase the efficiency of the in- 
fantry of the army. The bill provides for the 
increase of infantry regiments to twelve com- 
panies, officered as at present, with the addi- 
tion of junior officers for the two proposed ad- 
ditional companies.: The bill also proposes to 
increase the enlisted force of the army to 
80,000, He also introduced bills increasing 
from $800,000 to $2,000,000 the appropriation 
for a public building at Omaha and appropri- 
ating $100,000 for a building at Norfolk, Neb. 

O’Donnell’s Mascot Is Burrows’ Hoodoo. 

Representative O'Donnell of Michigan 
thinks he knows what luck in numbers is. 
For four successive Congresses he has drawn 
seat No. 64 on the Republican side. It is a 
very desirable seat, but the coincidence is 
what pleases O'Donnell. He and Julius Cesar 
Burrows have been thrown into the same dis- 
trict by the Michigan gerrymander. O’Don- 
nell’s friends think the omen of drawing No. 
64 is a good one for O'Donnell, and foretells 
his nomination at the expense of Burrows.

~~ IS. CONDEMNED. 


Capt. Marshall Says It Is an Obstruction to 


Navigation and Should Be Looked After 


—Report of the Commissioner Who 
Looks After Uncle Sam's Merchant Ma- 
rine—Bidders for a Public Bullding at 
Lansing—Chiecago Postoffice on the 

Lake Front- Washington Happenings. 

Wasutnetor, D. C., Dec. 10.— Special.] — 
Capt. W. L. Marshall, in charge of river and 
harbor improvements at Chicago and vicinity, 
paid a flying visit to the War Department to- 
day fora conference with Acting Secretary 
Grant and Gen. Casey, Chief of Engineers. 

** Owing to the other business affairs need- 
ing attention,” he said to a representative of 
Tas Tatsunz, it is not likely that I will or- 
der a hearing in the case of the Nineteenth 
street bridge until after the first of the new 
year. This bridge, which is owned by the 
Pittsburg, Fort Wayne and Chicago railroad 
company, is a menace to the free and unob- 
structed navigation of the South Branch of 
the Chicago River, and I have never hesitated 
to say so. There are in all about a dozen and 
a half bridges crossing the South Branch at 
present, allof them being more or less ob- 
structive to the proper navigation of the river. 
My idea is that as fast as improvements be- 
come necessary at these bridges they shall de 
made to conform to the wants of navigators 
compelled to use the Chicago River. 

80 far as the railroad company’s bridge in 
question is concerned it is a decided menace 
to free navigation, and the evil is growing 
worse daily. Noone can form even an ap- 
proximate idea of the passenger traffic over 
the bridges spanning the Chicago River. It 
became necessary for me a short time ago to 
obtain certain information as to streetcar 
traffic over the Madison street bridge, and I 
was astonished at the figures furnished by the 
company, but only for my private use. What 
is needed now is to guard against a perpetua- 
tion of the obstructions in the river, and every 
time that an opportunity presents itself they 
will be ordered to be removed and this order 
will be enforced.”’ 


AMERICAN SHIPS ARE BEST. 


Report of Commissioner of Navigation Bates 
—Armed Vessels on the Lakes, 

Wasuineton, D. C., Dec. 10.—Mr. Bates, 
Commissioner of Navigation, who has super- 
vision of the laws relating to vessels and sea- 
men, has submitted his annual report to the 
Secretary of the Treasury. He gives 
a short history of America’s shipping 
policy and then goes on to _ investi- 
gate the comparative durability of Amer- 
ican and British built vessels of all kinds, with 
the result of proving that, on almost all 
points, the American shipyard excels the Brit- 
ish in its productions. In regard to marine 
insurance, the Commissioner says: 

It appears we are fast drifting into a depend- 
ency on foreign underwriting. Syndicates or rings 
of foreign capitalists already control the business 
of covering car of flour exports to all parts 
of the world. The manifest decadence of our un- 
derwriting power is of national concern. It is as 
necessary to have marine underwriting of our 
own as commerce of our own or shipping of our 
own. Marine insurance is a facility and a power 
for the command of trade needful in peace, but 
essential iu war. The underwriting of our enemy 
is not to be thought of; that of ea rival never 
should be depended on. 

The Commissioner recommends the enact- 
ment of the bill fora Marine Board in the 
Treasury Department composed of the heads 
of bureaus. He says he opposes government 
inspection of sail vessels, maiiutain that if 
the Free Board bill is passed it will be un- 
called for and do more harm than good. He 
also recommends the of a bill to pro- 
tect seamen’s wages from garnishment. Sev- 
eral other measures are suggested, the most 
important being one to enlarge the shiproom 
and increase the comfort of immigrants.

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LAWYERS LAUD THEIR PROFESSION. 


Speeches at a Banquet of the National Bar 
Association—Those Present. 
Wasarneton, D. C., Dec. 10.—A banquet 
was given at the Arlington Hotel tonight im 
honor of the delegates to the annual meeting 


of the National Bar Association. Among those 


present were Attorney-General Miller, Justice 
Blatchford, Justice Brewer, Justice Gray, Jus- 
tice Harlan, and Justice Lamar, and ex-Justice 
Strong of the United States Supreme Court;

bia; Inter-State Commissioners’ Morrison, 
Veasey, and Knapp; Civil Service Commis- 
sioner Thompsun, Judges Nott and Welden of 
the Court of Claims; Representatives Outh- 
waite, Carruthers, Stockdale, Carter, of New 
York; G. H. Bates of Delaware; J. L.

The Senator praised the state 
papers of President Harrison, and said 
that all who listened to the reading 
of his message had felt convinced that 
an earnest, honest, painstaki law- 
yer had given the benefit of his professional 
experience and great lawyer-like skill to the 
matters treated upon. e referred to the 
President’s office as the greatest of the offices 
on the earth, and the President in his office as 
the Chief Executive of the greatest nation on 


earth. 

To the toast, The Bench,“ Associate Jus- 
tice Gray of the Supreme Court responded. 
In a few remarks he told of. the relations ex- 
isting between the bench and bar and the im- 
movable pur of both to see that justice 
was done and earn the confidence of the pub- 
lic in members of the profession. 

“The Congress was responded to by Sen- 
ator Gray of Delaware. He spoke of the lim- 
ited interest the bar of the country outside of 
Washington had heretofore had in the 
legislation of Congress, and how 
they had looked for the legislation 
of interest to them from their State capitals. 
This was changing now, he said, under the 
commercial clauses of the Constitution. 
‘“*When we see, he continued, the ibil- 
ities that open up to lawyers through inter- 
State commerce, with its wide ramifications, 
we must feel that the relation of the bar to 
Congress will be of a very wide and very im- 
portant character.”’

The last toast, The Bar,“ was responded 
to by James C. Carter of New York. Mr. 
Carter said the legal profession occupied a 
high place in the public and social 
lite of the times. So long as the 
strong shall endeavor to oppress the weak, 
and aspirants for a larger human liberty chafe 
against the restraints of power, there will be 
needed and will exist an order of men to 
challenge such offenses and set up against 
— the unrelenting standard of truth and 
right. | 

Referring to the Bar Association, Mr. Car- 
ter said he was greatly in favor of such organ- 
izations which, when rightly conducted, ac- 
complish a great deal of good. The speaker 
was frequently applauded during the delivery 
of his address, which was listened 
to with great interest. During the evening a 
letter was read from President Harrison re- 
gretting his inability to be present and saying 
that he would be pleased to see the delegates 
at the White House.

IT WAS ALL ARSENIC AND NO WHISKY. 


Mrs. Josephine Barnaby's Last Liquor Was 
a Deadly Dose. 

Denver, Colo., Dec. 10.— Dr. J. A. Sewell 
of the Denver University, Supt. McPharland 
of Pinkerton’s agency, and Prof W. S. 
Haines of Rush Medical College, Chicago, were 
examined in the Graves poisoning case today. 
Dr. Sewell was the first expert to examine the 
whisky sent to Mrs. Josephine Barnaby. He 
found this liquid contained 244 per cent of 
arsenic, arsenite of potassium, and 21 per cent 
of alcohol, and, judging from the analysis, the 
bottle contained 132 grains of arsenic and no 
whisky at all. Hestated that after concluding 
his examination He delivered the bottle to 
Detective McPharland of the Pinkerton 
agency. He exhibited to the jury the result of 
his analysis and also the results of a prelimi- 
nary test in a glass tube. The bottle is what 
1s commonly called a 16-ounce bottle, and 
as received by him contained about eleven 
ounces of the liquid, He was not informed as 
to what had become of the other five ounces 
and returned the bottle to Detective McPhar- 
land upon the orders of the District Attorney. 

Mr. McPharland brought the bottle and 
was sworn. He said he obtained the bottle 
from Dr. Sewell on Attorney Stevens’ order 
in May last. After he received the bottle he 
delivered it to Prof. Haines in Chicago. 

Prof. Walter 8. Haines was called. He 
said he was a professor of chemistry in the 
Rush Medical College, Chicago, and had 
been in that profession sixteen 
Besides, he was consulting phy- 
sician in the — Health Department. 
In June last Mr. McPhariand gave hima 
fluid for analysis. He identified the fatal 
bottle as the bottle from which the fluid was 
poured. He made analysis by four tests, among 
them the Marsh, and his results were the 
same as Dr. Sewell’s.

ASSOCIATE PASSES AWAY. 


Paralysis the Cause of the Attorney's 
Death—He Came to Illinois from the 
Empire State in 1835~—-The Rev. Oscar 
McCulloch, Ex-President of the Board 
of Charities and Correction— Funeral 
Services of Judge Dixon of Milwaukee 
—Other Obituary Mention. 

Joseph Otis Glover, one of, the oldest and 
most prominent lawyers in Illinois, diea at 
his home, No. 2826 Michigan avenue, yester- 
day morning. He was in his 82d year, the re- 
sulting feebleness of which brought on a 
paralytic stroke. The funeral will take place 
at the house this afternoon at 2 o’clock. 

Joseph Otis Glover was born in Cayuga 
County, N. T., April 13, 1810, His father was 
James Glover, a man long connected with 
legal affairs in his State and one of the ap- 
pointees of Gov. De Witt Clinton. Mr. 
Glover received his education at the high 
school in Aurora, N. J. Afterw ard he studied 
law for a short time with his brother, J ulius 
S. Glover, although at that time he did not 
intend to make the law his life’s work. 
In 1835 he moved to Ottawa, III., 
where, on account of the illness 
of his father’s attorney, he was obliged to at- 
tend personally to a case in the land-office at 
Galena. His efforts met with signal success, 
others placed their affairs in his hands, and he 
was encouraged to take up a systematic study 
of the profession with the Hon. T. Lyle Dick ey, 
afterwards of the Supreme Bench of Illinois. 
He was admitted to the bar,and soon afterward, 
in 1849, formed a partnership with the Hon. 
Burton C. Cook, which lasted for thirty years, 
until the appointments of Mr. Glover as 
United States Attorney for the Northern Dis- 
trict of Illinois and of Mr. Cook as General 
Solicitor of the Cnicago and Northwestern 
railway company dissolved their business re- 
lations. i 

The first case that this firm argued in the 
State Supreme Court appeared in the third 
volume of the court records.

Their father was Judge 
rris Hart of Oswego, N. I., a member of the 
convention which framed the Constitution of 
that State and one of the first superintendents 
of the Erie Canal. They had three children, 

Mrs. Julia Campbell, and Heury T. and Otis 

R. Glover. : 

In politics Mr. Glover was formerly a Dem- 
ocrat, When that party repealed the Missoufi 
Compromise and threatened to introduce 
slavery into the territories he broke with his 
old political faith and joined in forming the 
Republican party, in which he was siways an 
active worker. During the Rebellion, Mr. 
Glover was prominent in the public affairs of 
the State and did much in shaping public 
sentiment and arousing public enthusiasm. 

Although an ardent politician Mr. Glover 
was not an officeseeker. He held several 
prominent political positions, however. At 
an early day he was a member of the State 
Legislature. He was elected Mayor of Otta- 
wa, a Democratic city, by a large majority. 
In 1868 he was a Presidential Elector. When 
Grant was made President Mr. Glover was 
appointed United States Attorney for the 

orthern District of Illinois and he changed 
his place of residence to Chicago. His last 
official position was that of President of the 

Board of Canal Commissioners for Illinois. 

During his early life Mr. Glover was asso- 
ciated with many of the men who have since 
risen to national fame. He rode on horse- 
back witb Lincoln, Douglas, Lovejoy, Dickey, 
and Caton over the old judicial circuit which 
then comprised La Salle, Kendall, King, 

Kalb, Peoria, and Marshall Counties, and dur- 

ing his 2 journeys and hardships formed 

lasting friendships with these men. 

He was evidentiy born to be a lawyer. He 

great sagacity and he was peculiarly 
gifted with correct judgment of human nature 
and human motives. He possessed a thorough 
knowledge of the fundamental princi and 
rules of law and great familiarity with text 
writers in the various departments of pro- 
fession.

The Rev. Oscar McCulloch. | 

InpranwApo.is, Ind., Dec. 10.—[Special.]— 
After a long struggle with a complication of 
diseases the Rev. Oscar McCulloch, the most 
widely known of Indiana preachers, died to- 
day. He fell sick while in Europe lust sum- 
mer, but was able to return here, though he 
occupied his pulpit as pastor of Plymouth 
Church but once afterward. His death had 
been expected daily for nearly three weeks. 

He was a native of Fremont, O., and was 48 
years old. For several years in the beginning 
of his career he was a traveling salesman for 


a Chicago wholesale drug company, but he 


gave up aealary of $3,500 a year and bright 
business prospects to become a student in the 
Chicago Congregational Theological Semi- 


nary. 

His first charge was a small church in She- 
boygan, Wis., but in 1877 he was called to In- 
dianapolis to become pastor of Plymouth 
Church, which he has made a monument to 
himself, He put into operation the organized 
charity system in Indianapolis, recognized 
generally as one of the best in the country. 
He made a thorough study of charity and had 
a national reputation as an authority on the 
subject. Last year he was President of the 
National Conference of Charities and Cor- 
rection. Through his influence a State Board 
of Charities was established in Indiana three 
years ago. 
He was a liberal and popular preacher and 
his courage in expressing sentiments which 
other preachers would not dare to utter 
brought upon him severe criticism at times. 
His sermon on the Chicago Anarchists, for 
whom he expressed sympathy because he be- 
lieved them to have been misguided, was of 
this character. Resolutions eulogizmg his 
life work were adopted by several organiza.

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A GERMAN OFFICER IS FORCED TO 
FIGHT A DUEL. 


He Was Not Angry, but a Council of Honor 
Decreed That He Mast Send a Challenge 


and He Obeyed—Mrs, Maybrick Still Has 
Hopes of Bain Pardoned—Canvass of a 
Englund and the Continent—General 
News from European Sources, 

[SPECIAL CABLE.) 

Berwin, Ded. 10.—A duel with some unusual 
as well as sensational features has just taken 
place at Worms, the principals being Mr. 
Schoen, a wealthy art patron of this city, who 
has been conspicuous as a promoter of the 
famous. Bayreuth Wagnerian festivities, and 
Lieut. Ziemssen of the One Hundred and 
Eighteenth Infantry, who occupies a promi- 
nent position iu social life and is connected 
with some of the most distinguished families 
of Germany. | 

As usual a woman was the cause. Rumors 
have for some time been afloat to the effect 
that Herr Schoen, who was the closest friend 
of the Lieutenant, had been guilty of abusing 
the confidence reposed in him by that officer. 
Finally these rumors came to the ears of Lieut. 
Ziemssen, but he refused to give them the 
slightest credence, and continued his cordial 
relations with Herr Schoen. The friends who 
had with reluctance caused the facts of com- 
mon report to be brought to his attention 
were not satisfied with the manner in which 
the officer received the news, and an intima- 
tion to this effect was conveyed to him; but it 
met with no recognition. 

The next step taken by the scandalized fel- 
low-officers of the Lieutenant was to lay the 
case before a military Council of Honor, com- 
posed of Ziemssen’s own Colonel and other 
officers of suitable rank and experience. After 
hearing the circumstances related, this tribunal 
summoned Lieut. Ziemssen before thetn and 
invited him to justify his course. He 
declared that he had no reason, be- 
cause evil-disposed persons had in- 
dulged in malicious scandal mongermg, to 
have a falling out with his friend, nor to 
humiliate bis wife by d ing her name into 
a public quarrel. He was inclined to think 
that the whole affair was a well-arranged plot 
devised by enemies against the peace and hap- 
piness of himself and family. Notwithstand- 
ing the Lieutenant’s protest the verdict of the 
council was that under the circumstances he 
was bound by the rules of honor prevailing 
1 and otlemen to challenge 
Herr Schoen, and, faiimg to adopt this course, 
he must resign his command, as he would no 
longer be considered a fit associate for his 
fellow officers. 

There being no alternative Lieut. Ziemssen 
submitted to the inevitable, sel his sec- 
ond, and sent a challenge to Herr Schoen. A 
suitable rejoinder was made and the meeting 
occurred early this morumg at a point on the 
Rhine a few miles outside the historic city. 
The witnesses were two professors of the uni- 
versity, a brother of Schoen, Ziems- 
sen's Colonel, and an attaché of the German 
Legation at Paris. Though Ziemssen had 
avoided a hostile meeting as long as he could 
he showed in the hour of danger that he was 
no coward and that he was not disposed to 
evade the letter or spirit of the decree of the 
Council of Honor. He not only did his share 
of the firmg, but he fired to hit, and his quon- 
dam bosom. friend fell with a bullet hole 
thro the lungs. Ziemssen escaped unhurt, 
while his antagonist’s wound isso serious that 
the 3 have no hope of recovery.

Mrs. Maybrick and Her Mother Have Not 
Yet Given Up the Fight. 
[SPECIAL -CABLE. | 

Loxpox, Dec. 10.—In an interview after her 
visit to Mrs. Maybrick in Woking Prison 
today the Baroness Rooues, mother of the un- 
fortunate prisoner, said tha? her daughter 
was still kept at work along with the other 
women prisoners, though it haa been thought 
at one time that she would be exempted from 
the ordinary tasks on account of the condition 
of her health. It was doubtless better, how- 
ever, for her to be constantly employed if she 
could endure the labor, as it tended to divert 
her mind from her sad fate. She was fre- 
quently prostrated by attacks of illness, but 
whether these were aggravated by the nature 
of her employment. or not it was impossible to 


say. 

The prisoner had, on learning of the extent 
to which American sympathy was being prac- 
tically exerted in her behalf, evinced the 
keenest emotion, and begged the Baroness to 
express so far as possible the gratitude she 
felt for her unknown and distant friends. 
Mrs. Maybrick is, her mother reports, gaining 
more confidence than she has heretofore 
dared to entertain in regard to the effect of 
the new.evidence which her solicitors have 
gu in obtaining as to the existence of 
the arsenic habit in James Maybrick’s case. 
She and her relatives and friends are now 
hopeful of securing her release, and even con- 
sider it ible that the happy event will not 
be very long delayed. 

During the course of their short conversation 
today Mrs. Maybrick said in despairing tones 
to her mother: I have done nothing. Noth- 
ing has been proved 1 me. Why do 
they keep me here? Is it ause Iam a poor 
little American girl? I cannot understand 
why they will not give me mercy or pardon 
and let you take me away; I am deeply grate- 
ful to my American friends tor all they have 
done in my behalf.”

DEBATE ON THE NEW TREATIES. 


Chancellor Von Caprivi Defends the Con- 
ventions iz the Reichstag. 

Buntan, Dec. 10.— In the Reichstag today 
Chancellor von Caprivi made a strong appeal 
in favor of the adoption of the commercial 
treaties, Overproduction, he said, had caused 
some embarrassment, and the present import 
and export relations would ruin both the em- 
ployers and employés. The immediate effect 
of the treaties would be a diminution in reve- 
nues amounting to nearly 18,000,000 marks. 

In regard to the question of the differential 
treatment of countries not included in the 
treaties, those countries having most “* favored 
nation treatment would receive the benefit 
of the treaties. Asto the United States, the 
two governments had decided to continue on 
the basis of the arrangements of 1885, whereb 
the United States received most “ favo 
nation treatment. In any case the govern- 
ment had no intention to make a further re- 
duction of tariffs. 

— — to the treaties with Belgium and 
Switzerland the Chancellor said: Lest at 
any time we are unable to preserve peace it 
must be our desire to es as many faith- 
ful allies as possible. These we will be able 
to gain by smoothing the path of politieo- 
commercial relations. It is impossible to 
conclude cabinet convention between govern- 
ment and government. The heart of peo- 
ple must approve.”’ 

Adverting to the McKinley law, the Chancel- 
lor said: We wish the countries of Europe 
to preserve their independence against 
America. For this purpose they must unite 
together. The treaties just concluded will 
give a sure guarantee for the future.“ 

At a meeting of the Conservative members 
of the Reichstag twelve voted in favor of and 
twenty-four against the treaties. Herr Kar- 
doff read atelegram stating that Prince Bis- 
marck did not intend to appear during the 
debate. 

Vienna, Dec. 10.—The new commercial 
treaties between Austria-Hungary and Switz- 
erland and Germany and Switzerland were 
signed today. 


WHERE IS WILLIAM H. HURLBERT. 


English Detective Is In New York 
Looking for the Former Editor. 
[SPECIAL CABLE. | 

Loypor, Dec. 10.—A special detective from 
Scotland Yard named Baker landed in New 
York yesterday with a warrant for the arrest 
of Wilham Henry Hurlbert under the 
extradition laws. Sir Augustus Stephen- 
son, Solicitor to the Treasury and 
Public Prosecutor, was so incensed 
at what he believed to be an audacious at- 
tempt to defeat the ends of justice in the 
Gladys Evelyn case that he made strong rep- 
resentations to the Under Secretary of State 
for Foreign Affairs, pointing out that 
if ever a man deserved prosecution 
for perjury that man was William 
Henry Hurlbert. He also called the 
attention of the foreign office to the fact ‘that 
by the extradition convention signed in Wash- 
ington July 12, 1889, perjury or subornation 
of perjury was among the crimes in- 
cluded in extraditable offenses as between 
Great Britain and the United States. 
It was decided that demand should be made 
upon Secretary Blaine for the surrender of 
Mr. Hurlbert. Scotland Yard was instructed 
that same night and Detective Baker sailed 
from Queenstown last week, probably on the 
Teutonic, and is now in New York, and the 
arrest of Mr. Hurlbert is believed to be only a 
question of a few hours, if not already 
effected. 

New York, Dec. 10.—[Special.]—The night 
clerk at the Hotel Lenox said tonight: Mr.

CHINA IS STILL 
THE INSURGENTS. 


No Sooner Is One Outbreak Put Down than 
Another One Appears — Prisoners Are 
Killed Without Mercy or Trial — The 
Charge 4@’Affaires in Paris Says His Em- 


pire Desires to Be Civilized—The N- 


peror Learning to Speak English—New 
Way of Getting a Wife—A Big Battle.

Snaxcnat, Dec. 10.—The report that the 
Mongolian rebels have suffered another de- 
feat ig confirmed. They ware followed up so 
closely by Gen. Nich after the battle of Chao- 
Yang that they made another stand in desper- 
ation, and were again driven with great 
slaughter before the imperial troops. The par- 
ticulars of the fight have not yet been re- 
ceived, Europeans here express the opinion 
that the rebels would have surrendered or dis- 
persed but for tneir knowledge that no mercy 
would be shown them. Information from 
rebel sources is to the effect that certain Mon- 
golian tribes were initiated into rebellion 
by the increased exactions and greater rigor 
of the Chinese authorities. The Chiuese have 
lately been establishing a stricter administra- 
tion in the portions of the empire adjoining 
Russian territory, and the Mongols have been 
brought more closely within the imperial juris- 
diction. The motive of this is to present a 
compact defense to possible aggressions by 
Russia. 

Li Hung Chang has ordered the punishment 
of all who were engaged in the massacre of 
native Christians at Tien Tsin, and several 
rioters have been captured and killed, the 
Pekin Government having granted leave for 
immediate beheading in all such cases.

One unfortunate, how- 
ever, fell into the hands of the in- 
surgents, who nailed his hands and 
feet to a board and cut him up piecemeal 
The victim was considered to have been 
a sacrifice to the flag, which, by -the 
characters written thereon, expressed the 
catse of the rising. The magistrate, Chon, 
had given over his seat to the new magistrate, 
Shao, twodays previous to the trouble, but 
had not yet time to move out of the Gamen. 
Shao was staying in the examination hall. 
When the insurgents, flushed with success, 
made acomplete circuit around the city they 
were met with stubborn resistance on the part 
of the Deputy Magistrate, Tug, who raised a 
volunteer force of about 1,000 strong and re- 
pulsed every attempt to take the w by as- 
sault. For three days the city held out, 
while local roughs were persistently spread- 
ing the rumor among the inhabitants that 
the city cannons could not be fired and that 
the guns of the besiegers were deadly in effect. 
The people were terribly scared and, at the 
same time, provisions ran short. Agitated by 
fear and harassed by hunger ‘the defenders 
stood nobly to their post in the desperate hope 
oi an early rescue by imperialtroops. The iu- 
surgents seized a favorable moment to send a 
large force, under cover of their own fire, to 
storm the defense. The walls were low and 
easily scaled. A bloody struggle ensued, re- 
sult.ng in favor of the attacking party.

BANKER MATHER ON TRIAL AT OSHKOSH. 


4 After the Bank Became Insolvent. 

Osuxosu, Wis., Dec. 10.—[Special.]—The 
trial of Banker Mather of the defunct Berlin 
(Wis.) bank is now on in the Circuit Court 
here. The charge against Mather is that he 
received on deposit and for loan a certain 
sum of money April 19, 1890, when he knew 
that the bank was insolvent. He was arrested 
under a statute which prohibits bankers from 
doing this. Mr. Mather has been in the bank- 
ing business at Berlin twenty-five years. 
Ten years ago he took ina partner named 
Joseph M. Hawley, his nephew, who, in 1890, 
fled the country. Upon examination of the 
bank’s affairs it was found necessary to make 
an assignment. It was discovered that Haw- 
ley had eu.:bezzled between $40,000 and $50,000. 

The theory of the prosecution is that 
Mather knew, or ought to know, the bank’s 
condition when he received the deposits. 
The bank failed May 2, 1890, and paid fifty 
cents on the dollar. For two or three years 
previous to the failure it had been the 
custom of the bank to allow over- 
drafts to various individuals, in one instance 
amounting to $70,000, without any security. 
Hawley’s chief method of robbing the bank 
was by raising drafts. The theory of the de- 
tense is that as Mather is an old man he left 
the.management of the bank’s affairs in 
Hawley’s hands. The case is of much im-

GATHERING OF PRESS COUNCIL 
NO. 71, NATIONAL UNION, 


Its First Social Event at the Auditorium 
Hotel a Great Success—Tabie Decorations 
and Menu-—Dr. Thomas Talks About the 
Flag and Birth of Nations—Ex- President 
Gage Tells of the Growth and Henefits 
of the Order—President Canman Pre- 
sented with a Ring. 

Press Council No. 71 of the National Union 
gave a banquet and dance at the Auditorium 
last night to its members and friends. Three 
hundred men and women sat dowa to the din- 
ner in the banquet hali, and it was a good din- 
ner, too, 

In Press Council No. 71 are half a hundred 
railroad Presidents, General Managers, and 
Superintendents, and when they saw what had 
been gathered together as told about in the 
menu they smiled in a self-satisfied way. It 
reminded them of trips on special trains 
with the Board of Directors, of fancy 
meals served in palace  dining-cars 
and charged to operating expenses. Like the 
fare served on the special trains it was tem- 
perance from oysters to coffee except for the 
Lalla Rookh punch served a little past the 
half way point. 

President Cable of the Rock Island looked 
across the table to where Chairman Finley 
was sitting, in an interrogatory way, when the 
cup was placed before him.

From tribal relations there

tinent of Europe, but only within the last four 
centuries had nations been born. Passing 
from the despotic form there had been con- 
stitutional monarchies such as Germany and 
England, and from these the democratic form 
of government such as the Republic of the 
United States. For the vindication of the 
richts of man the Revolutionary War had been 
fought and to preserve the organism of the 
Nation the War of the Rebellion was waged. 

A nation was born only after ages of 
thought, of religion, of civilization, 

Anarchy, if it should obtain, would mean the 
dissolution of the country, the same as would 
have resulted had the seceding States carried 
their points. It would have meant dismem- 
berment. ‘In this country were many people 
and inany tongues, but over all these was only 
one flag. The National Union represented the 
press of the eountry, the head of the land, and 
it could exert a vast influence for good. 

F. N. Gage, ex-President of the National 
Union, spoke for the order. The union was 
first organized in Mansfield, O., in 1881. Of 
the 30,000 members of the order 8,000 were in 
Chicago. More than $2,000,000 had been paid 
out to beneficiaries and it was now paying out 
an gverage of $50,000 a month. There was no 
insurance order, he said, which did so much 
for its members at so small a cost. 

The toast, ** Fraternal Orders,” was re- 
2 to by M. G. Jeffries. There are in 
this country, he said, over three million of 
men helonging to benevolent societies in- 
sured for over $3,000,000,000. These 80 
cieties paid out last year over $25,000,000 
to the widows and orphans. The man who 
hazards atripon a Yerkes car may feel that 
even at the worst his family is not left unpro- 
vided for.

DEFRAUDED OF LARGE SUMS OF MONEY. 


Honolulu Advices Tell of Bloom and Doug- 
lass and Their Large Steals. 

San Francisco, Cal., Dec. 10.—Advices by 
steamship, which left Honolulu Nov. 25, say: 
According to accouhts published in late Syd- 
ney papers, Bloom and Douglass, owners of 
the yacht Beagle, who left this port sus. 
piciously a few weeks ago, were 
intersted in the Australian Mercantile 
and Guarantee Association and defrauded the 
association out of large sums of money 
through the assistance, itis alleged, of James 
Muller, inanager of the association. The real 
names of Bloom and Douglass were Bell and 
Davis. It is claimed they have succeeded in 
getting away with 25,000 sovereigns, 6,000 of 
which belonged to Davis Mether. It became 
known since the Beagle left that $24,000 in 
sovereigns was placed in the hands of 
@ man named Leonard for the pur- 
pose of keeping the soverejgns 
out of the hands of the authorities and also 
for the purpose of changitig them into Amer- 
ican gold. This Leonard succeeded in doing 
and left for San Francisco on the steamer 
Mariposa, which sailed from here Nov. 20. 
The same steamer carried the wives 
of Bell* and Davis, who came up 
from the colonies and proceeded to San Fran- 
cisco, accompanied by Leonard and a young 
man named Bynne, a nephew of Davis. The 
mother and sister of Davis, who tried to in- 
tercept the refugees here to recover £6,000 
stolen from them, are in the city. Another di-

WETMORE ASSESSED $200,000 DAMAGES. 


The Whaleback Towed Into Aatoria, Ore., 
by the Steamer Zambesi. 

Astoria, Ore., Dec. 10.—The British steam- 
ship Zambesi, from Hongkong, arrived last 
night having in tow the disabled whaleback 
steamer Charles W. Wetmore. Capt. Edwards 
of the Zambesi said: ‘ 

„We left Victoria, B. C., for Columbia 
River last Sunday. At llo’clock yesterday 
morning, when off the mouth of Columbia 
River, we sighted a singular looking steamer. 
Steaming down we found it was the whaleback 
propeller Charles W. Wetmore, flying signals 
of distress. It wasthen about three or four 
miles off Littamook Rock, thirty miles south 
of the entrance to the Columbia River. 
Though able to steam, the Wétmore had no 
way of steering, the rudder having dropped 
off, leaving nothing but the rudder 
frame, I t a hawser out and had 
the vessel in easy tow the remainder of 
the day and last night. This morning the 
hawser paried, but we got it out again in the 
afternoon and crossed in with little diffi- 
culty.” 

Capt. Edwards of the Zambesi has entered 
a protest of claims and damage before Vice- 
Consul Cherry. The hawser bitts of the Zam- 
were carried away. Capt. Edwards’ 
claims for salvage will be one-third of thé 
value of the vessel and cargo. Placing that 
at $600,000, his claim, on the part of the own- 
ers, officers, and crew of the Zambesi will ag- 
g regate $200,000, 

Capt. Hasti of the Wetmore says that he 
began to lose his rudder two weeks ago when 
off the Galapagos Islands. It drop off, bit 
by bit, as the rivets fell out, but he hoped to 
make his destination, Port Townsend. Under 
the circumstances he was very glad to get to 
the Columbia River. The whaleback was out 
eighty-three days from Philadelphia. Capt.

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LICENSES PAID FOK STREKT CARS. 


An Effort to Revive the Daly Ordinance— 
Proposed West Side Stations. 

Some persons recently resurrected Ald. 
Daly’s ordinance providing that street-car 
companies shall procure a $50 license certifi- 
cate for every car operated, and post the same 
in the cars. The ordinance is included in the 
compilation published last year by Corpora- 
tion Counsel Hutchinson. But it is of no 
effect, as in ali the ordinances of the street-

In regard to the handling of street-car traffic 1 
beg to offer the following suggestions: In the 
first place I think that as long as the companies

My remedy to re- 
lieve — . — ure is to run cars from western 


ends of West Bide. roads through the Washington 
street tunnel, and then down Madison to State 
and Wabash, then south to the ends of roads of 
the South Side system, and then back again.

WORLD'S FAIR LEGISLATION. 


Senate Bills for a Peace Congress and 
Against Sunday Opening. 

Wasuineron, D. C., Dec. 10.—[Special.]— 
Senator Pettigrew of South Dakota is in a 
good way to succeed Hiscock as Chairman of 
the Senate World’s Fair or Quadro-Centennial 
committee. The intention is to give ittoa 
Western man, and Pettigrew is well thought 
of by his colleagues.

AGAINST SUNDAY OPENING, 


Pennsylvania Urges That the Fair Gates Be 
Closed Then. 

Harrissure, Pa., Dec. 10.—[Special.]—To- 
day’s meeting of the World’s Fair Bourd was 
the most important from a business point of 
view of any yet held. The ministers were 
present in full force and petitions representing 
800,000 citizens of the State were presented, 
all protesting against the opening of the 
Worid’s Fair gates on the Sabbath, and asking 
the board to put itself on record as being also 
opposed to such action. On motion of Lieut.- 
Gov. Watres the board declared itself as being 
most emphatically opposed to Sunday open- 
It was noticeable that the vote on this 
question was almost unanimous. 

The board approved committee’s report 
recom mendi that modified desgn of 
Thomas P. nsdale\of Philadelphia be 
awarded the $1,000 prize, and be used as the 
design for the State Building at the Colum- 
bian Exposition, A. S. Wagner of Wiiliams- 

rt received the second rize of $500, and 

i & Shirk of Philadelphia the third 
prize of $300. Mr. Lonsdale’s designs will be 
forwarded at once to Chicago. 

The important recommendations of Execu- 
tive Commissioner Whitman were all adopted. 
They appropriated sums of money for each 
committee, and made the meetings of the 
board hereafter bi-monthly instead of month- 
ly. The reports of the. various standing com- 
mittees showed great progress and a wonder- 
ful increase of interest in World's Fair 
matters.

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WOMEN AT THE FAIR. 


MRS. PALMER’S ADDRESS TO THE 
VISITING STATE BOARDS. 
— — 


The Delegates Told Wust the Lady Man- 
agers Had Done and What They Ex- 
pected to Do—The Seekers for Informa- 
tion Takeg Over the Exposition Site— 
M. H. De Young's Plan to Have Sou- 
venir Coins Manafactured by the Gov- 
ernment—Other World's Fair News. 


Mrs. Potter Palmer, President of the Board 
of Lady Managers, told the delegates of the 
State Board at the convention yesterday what 
the lady managers had done and what they 
hoped to do iu the way of securing exhibits 
of theshandicraft of women in this and other 
countries. Mrs. Palmer reviewed the organ- 
ization of the Board of Lady Managers and 
showed how they had been delegated by an 
act of Congress to secure an exhibit of wom- 
an’s work. She said further that the Board of 
Lady Managers was working side by side with 
the National Commission in promoting gen- 
eral Exposition work. In speaking of what 
would be exhibited by women Mrs. Palmer 
made this statement: 

No sentimental sympathy for women will 
cause the admission of second-rate objects, 
for the highest standard of excellence is to be 
strictly maintained. 

Mrs. Palmer continued with a general ex- 
planation of what. was expected of women, 
and closed with the following statement of 
what commissions, codperating with the 
Board of Lady Managers, would be asked to 
aid in doing: 

First—To procure a representative exhibit 
showing the work of women in all the varied oc- 
8 — 2 in which they engage. i 

nd—To procure, as far as possible, statistics 
as to the amount of women's work that enters 
into every exhibit, and other interesting data 
connected with the same. 

Third—To recommend t© the board work by 
women of such supreme excellence as to be worth 
of admission to the gallery of the Women s Build- 


"Bourth—To recommend to the board women 
who have the requisite Saad knowledge to serve 
on variops juries of award. 0 f 

Fifth - To see that the educational work, being 
carried on by women from the primary to the 
highest branches of education, is exhibited when 
possible, and when not possible that it be illus- 
trated by means of maps, charts, photographs, etc. 

Sixth—To. see that the charitable and philan- 
thropic work, as well as that to promote recrea- 
taon, healthf reo etc., inaugurated by 
women is either exhibi or made matter of 
record as above. ; 

Seventh—To aid in gi suitable publicity 
to the plans of the Board of Lady Managers in 
all the teading papers through the agency of 
press women when possible. 

Eighth—To aid in the colleetion of a loan ex 
hibit of old lace, embroideries, fans, etc. 

Ninth—To secure the books written by women 
for the Woman’s Library, especially as relate to 
the exact sciences, philosophy, art, etc. 

Our plans are being developed day by day, and 
we un — * sh have many more lines of 
work than those laid down., but at present these 
are the plans which we submit for work in this 
country and abroad. 

The greater portion of the time of the morn- 
ing session was taken up in listening to re- 
ports of progress of Worid’s Fair work in the 
various States. These reports showed a gen- 
eral activity and an encouraging prospect for 
a big display. The attendance of delegates 
at the meeting yesterday was not quite so 
large as the previous day, but interest was 
unabated, and the session today promises to 
be more important than those of Wednesday 


or Thursday. 
STATE BOARDS VISIT THE SITE, 


Delegates from All Parts of the Union Look 
Over the World’s Fair Grounds. 

Delegates from over thirty States and Ter- 
ritories representing the various State Boards 
visited the World’s Fair site yesterday after- 
noon. Aspecial car left the Van Buren Street 
Depot at 2:30 o’clock over the Illinois Central 
and was switched into the Exposition grounds. 
An observation car was attached to the coach 
and members of the various State Boards were 
enabled to view the progress on the buildings 
in Jackson Park without climbing the mount- 
ains of building material or wading through 
the slush and sand. 

Passing along the tracks that cut ones 
Midway Plaisance the N first viewed 
Woman’s Building, whi is rapidly nearing 
completion. Thence the visitors moved to 
the Horticultural, Mines, Electricity, Ma- 
chinery, and Agricultural Buildmgs, and 
viewed with surprise the magnificent promise 
of the Administration Building. Along the 
basin to the harbor for pleasure craft, taking 
in the sites at the Music Hall and Casino, the 
party again stopped at the gigantic acreage of 
flooring that marks the space set aside for 
the exhibits of Manufactures and Liberal 
Arts. Over thirty acres of flooring are now 
completed for that building. The lagoons, 
Government Buildi Fisheries Building, 
and the sites of the different State byildings 
were all viewed in turn. Then the y was 
shown through the staff works and returned 
through the grounds on the system of switch 
and supply tracks that forms a temporary 
network through Jackson Park. 

Most of the State delegates had visited the 
grounds before, but all united in saying that 
as the buildings begin to assume architectural 
form their magnitude surpasses any 
idea to be formed from plans or figured de- 
signs.

WANTS SOUVENIR COINS ISSUED. 


Commissioner M. H. De Young's Idea of 
Commemorating the World's Fair. 

Commissioner M. H. De Young has a novel 
idea. He wantsthe government to coin a spe- 
cial 50-cent piece as a World’s Fair souvenir, 
which shall also serve as an admission ticket. 
At yesterday’s meeting of the State Boards he 
secured the adoption of the following: 

Resolved, That it is the sense of the convention 
of the representatives of the boards of the various 
States of this Union that the Government of the 
United Sta reques in commemoration of 
the Columbian 1 and the event it cele- 
brates, to coin t to 2 its mints pieces of the 
value of 50 cents. This being the probable price 
of admission these coins can be for that pur- 
pose and will make valuable souvenirs. Thecom- 

nent parte of said coin to be of gold and silver 
in due ratio. That 5,000,000 be struck, and they 
be made legal tenders. That the secretary of this 
meeting be requested toforward this resolution 
to Congressman Springer of IIlinois with a re- 
quest that he introduce such a bill and present 
this resolution to Congress. 

Mr. De Young explained that the due ratio 
between the value of gold and silver 1s in 
weight as sixteen to one. Tbe coin would 
be smaller than the regular silver half-dollar,”’ 
said Mr. Young, but according to my 
idea it would be a legal tender, just the same. 


Women Doctors Want Space.

The big Manufactures Building on the Ex- 
position grounds will cost $1,500,000, and arrange- 
ments are being made between the contractors, 
Agnew & Co., and the Construction 
for the details of the carpentry work.

Developments at the Inquest into the Cause 
of Menzel’s Death. 

The autopsy upon the remains of Henry F. 
Menzel was held yesterday morning at the 
County Hospital. The inquest was postponed 
until next Thursday, after three witnesses had 
been examined. They were Minnie F. Men- 
zel, the widow, C. W. Davis, the tender of the 
Chicago and Northwestern bridge at Deering, 
and Police Officer Gough. 

Mrs. Menzel testified that her husband left 
his home in Desplaines at 8 a. m. Dec. 2. . He 
was coming to the city to collect rents, and 
she expected him to return home that evening. 
She did not see him afterwards until cailed to 
the hospital. He was unconscious then. Mrs.“ 
Menzel also said that her husband was a man 
of fairly good habits, and while he took an 
occasional glass of beer she never knew him 
to drink to excess. 

Davis testified that he found Menzel lying 
about four feet from the tracks and about 200 
feet from the bridge. He was then uncon- 
scious and bore every indication of having 
been drinking heavily. Davis stated that he 
looked for any marks of mjury that would in- 
dicate that violence had been used upon Men- 
zel or that he had been struck by a train, but 
could find nothing except a slight scratch on 
his left hand. 

Officer Gough’s testimony corroborated 
that of Davis as to Menzel’s condition when 
found, He also statea that Menzel had on 
his person at the time $56.25 in money, a 
bank-book, and some insurance papers, thus 
showing that if there was foul play robbery 
was not the object. 

It was learned that the amount of collec- 
tions made that morning by Menzel were 
slightly over $60. This would about make 
the difference between the amount found on 
him and the cost of his drinks. He was a 
large man, weighing 300 pounds. His manner 
was always jovial, and he was not known to 

ve any enemies. 

Deputy Coroner Clement said: 

“IT see no foundation for the rumor that 
Menzel was murdered or struck by a passing 
train. I postponed the inquest for a week, 
however, in order to satisfy the public fully, 
and we hope in the meanwhile to find wit- 
nesses who saw him later than 10 o’clock. In 
my opinion Menzel died from the exposure to 
the cold that night and the effect of the liquor 
he had been drinking.“ 

The death of Menzel recalls the fact that he 
was found on Market street, near L[linois, 
Nov. 17 at 2:30 o’clock in the morning by 
Officer E. J. Hickey of the Exst Chicago Ave- 
nue Station. Menzel was unconscious and his 
face was bruised and his clothing covered with 
blood. He said he had some money when he 
left a Kinzie street saloon, but that he met 
some men on the way home and did not re- 
member anything else. He had no money 
when the officer found him.

IT WAS ONCE A GREAT CANAL. 


Steam Ended the Usefulness of the Wabash 
and Erie. 

A. N. Dukes of Peru, Ind., who is one of 
the owners of the ditch that was formerly 
knéwn as the Wabash and Erie Canal, was at 
the Grand Pacific yesterday. Time was when 
the old canal was the greatest highway of com- 
merce in the West. The products of the East 
found their way along its yellow waters to 
the Southwest, and mules towed the goods of 
the South and West up the canal to the East- 
ern markets. Townson the canal grew and 
prospered until the railroads came and took 
away the business of the waterway. For 
fifteen years the canal has been closed to com- 
merce. Hulks of old vessels lie rotting all 
along the route, and water where be is woe 
is stagnant. 

“ The canal has not done much but ‘ite out 
odors for fifteen years, said Mr. Dukes. 
** We bought a long strip of it at a mortgage 
sale. The Wabash and Erie ran originally 
from Evansville, Ind., to the Ohio line, near 
Toledo, anc was 374 miles in length. Its 
average width, including the towpath, is sev- 
enty feet. It is larger than the Erie Canal or 
any of the artificial waterways in the country. 
Work on it was commenced in 1832 and com- 
pleted in 1853 at a cost of aboht $8,000,000. 
For twenty-five years it did an immense busi- 
ness. It costs us a good deal of money to 
keep it from becoming a menace to health. 
Some day we expect to see a great railroad 
running over the canal bed. As the entire fall 
of the bed from the Ohio line to Evansville is 
only 505 feet little grading would have to be 
done to make it a railroad bed. The line runs 
through the heart of many lively towns.”’

Agents—Second-Class Rates Discussed— 
Comparative Statement of Chicago, Mil- 
waukee and St. Pau! Earnings. 


The Freight committee of the Central Traf. 
fic Association, at its December meeting. helc 
yesterday, granted the application’ of the 
Pennsylvania company to reduce class and 
commodity rates between Chicago, Plymouth, 
Warsaw, Fort Wayne, and other poivts in In- 
diana and Ohio, and Alliance, O., and adjacent 
territory to the same rates as those authorized 
between those points and Cleveland, O., in or- 
der to able the Pennsylvania company to 
forward “traffic to and from Cleveland, O., 
over its own route via Alliance. The change 
in these rates will not take effect earlier than 
Jan. 1, 1892. The communication of the

10.— The annual 
report of Attorney-General Miller was sub- 
mitted to Congress today. It reviews the 
business of the United States Supreme Court 
and devotes a chapter to the Circuit Court of 
Appeals, which is ready for business, although 
the additional Circuit Judge in each circuit 
has not yet been appointed. It was found 
that the court could be organized and such 
business as might be offered could be trans- 
acted without such Judges, and their ap- 
pointment was therefore delayed un- 
til such appointments could be act- 
ed upon by the Senate. It 
is necessary, it says, that some provision be 
made for government business. In each cir- 
cuit ate several districts. The law authorizes 
no one to appear for the governinent in such 
pourt. It suggests that each District-Attorney 
be required to follow and care for the cases 
from his district, and favors the appointment 
of deputy clerks of these Circuit Courts.
